But neither of 
these colored churches exclude mem- 
bers because of color. Neither we are 
proud to believe does any religious 
body in this city condescend to this 
unchristlike thing. Two years the first 
of January last, New Year’s eve, when 
the colored people of this city celebra- 
ted the glad event of the ‘emancipation 
proclamation,’ ushering in the joyous 
era of liberty to millions of their race, 
the Baptist church of this city threw 
wide open their doors, and bade them 
welcome. It was at a time when mad 
hate against.this race was most ram- 
pant.. New York, Detroit and other 
cities had been disgraced by democrat- 
ic mobs, seeking the utter destruction 
of the colored people. The aged and 
the imnocent babe were alike murdered 
by the bad men, whom the high priest 
of democracy, Horatio Seymour, the 
man who presided at the great Chica- 
go traitor Convention declared “his 
friends.”

The State Normal was established by 
an act of Legislature, approved March 
28th; 1849.
